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Latin America: Books for Young Readers

NTIL a very few years ago, a list 

of children’s books on Latin 

America would have been a 
meagre one, composed largely of geogra- 
phy texts, series of travel stories, an oc- 
casional melodramatic adventure tale, and 
a very few books in which one felt the 
authentic note. But the last decade has 
seen a new trend, a turning south in our 
interests and in our travel instead of to 
the east and to the west as has so long 
been true. With Mexico accessible to 
illustrators and authors there was a 
marked increase of books in this field; 
and the last year alone has seen the pub- 
lication of many books about the coun- 
tries farther south. 

With this influx of new material, it be- 
came evident that there was need for a re- 
evaluation of the old books, and a closer 
scrutiny of the new. Under the direction 
of William C. Haygood, a member of the 
A.L.A. Committee on Library Coopera- 
tion with Latin America, and of Mildred 
Batchelder, Chief of the School and Chil- 
dren's Library Division of the A.L.A., a 
check list of approximately four hundred 
titles was compiled. The list was then 
sent to about twenty librarians and 
teachers interested in children’s literature 
and in Latin America. Their careful con- 
sideration of the titles, and their helpful 
comments, were an important aid. 

The final compilation and publication 
of the list were financed from funds 
granted by the Rockefeller Foundation to 
the Committee on Library Cooperation 
with Latin America and by funds granted 
by the Carnegie Corporation to the 
A.L.A. for emergency library activities. 

The arrangement of the books on the 
list has been first those which were con- 





cerned with more than one country; 
followed by an alphabetical arrangement 
by country of titles which dealt with that 
particular subject. The grades in which 
the books would be used have been in- 
dicated; and because of the varying abili- 
ty of reading within a single grade, a 
somewhat more elastic grading has been 
used than is generally given. 

The policy has been to make the final 
list selective rather than comprehensive. 
First of all, books which were definitely 
outmoded, were dropped from the list. 
This was particularly true of geographic 
material. Then books which were ob- 
viously written with adventure foremost, 
and Latin America only incidental were 
omitted. The selection of the remaining 
books was made largely on the basis of 
accuracy of information and quality of 
writing. 

In our eagerness for more material in 
this field, we have a tendency to reach 
for anything with the Latin American 
scene. One question which we might 
well ask ourselves is: If the book were 
on this country, would it merit a place 
on the shelves of the library? There 
would seem to be no purpose in reward- 
ing mediocrity of writing because it hap- 
pens to have a foreign setting. An under- 
standing of our southern neighbors will 
not be reached by inadequate books for 
children. 

The time has come when we may well 
ask that an author have first hand infor- 
mation on his subject. At the same time, 
it must be kept in mind that a journey 
to another land does not of necessity 
bestow upon the traveler an instant grace 
of authorship. The fine books come not 
from a superficial glance, nor even from 
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accurate observation alone, but because 
the author has an understanding of the 
country. It is interesting to note that 
some of the earlier books as well as the 
more recent ones stand the test! W. H. 
Hudson who gave us the pampas, William 
Beebe who made us aware of the pattern 
of life in the jungle, Charles Finger with 
his South American tales, and his picture 
of the great spaces of Patagonia. And 
with all the burros and fiestas which have 
come out of Mexico, Mrs. Morrow’s book 
The Painted Pig which has neither one 
nor the other, remains one of the finest 
children’s books which we have had. Of 
the recent books, Mrs. Waldeck’s story of 
the Indian children deserves special 
mention because it is written without a 
trace of condescension, and with an un- 
derstanding which few outsiders experi- 
ence. Let us hope that in the future, 
more of these books with an appreciation 
of the country will be written, books in 
which the tempo as well as the facts are 
right. 

A glance at the list will show how 
poorly proportioned it is. For the next 
decade, we can look forward to books on 
the countries which are not represented 
at all on this list. The historical field ex-

cept for the conquest is almost untouched. 
We need books on the modern scene too. 
We need to have children of the cultured 
and educated families in our stories, as 
well as the underprivileged groups. We 
need books on the large cities and on the 
small towns, and more on the estancias 
and the plantations. The gold mine theme 
presents material which is dramatic 
enough in itself so that authors need not 
resort to hidden cities and Inca treasure 
for their plots. The tin and copper mines 
have not been written of to any extent; 
and for sport stories there are the winter 
countries of the south; and the game of 
football as it is played in Latin America. 
The possibilities are endless, and they are 
challenging. May the coming years bring 
us not only an increase in quantity, but 
even better, an understanding of our 
Latin American neighbors through our 
children’s books. 

In conclusion, may we hope that there 
will be a sharing of the best in children’s 
literature in both continents. The transla- 
tion of the distinguished Brazilian picture 
book, The Legend of the Palm Tree has 
been one of the significant publications of 
the year.

An excellent book on Latin America. A brief 
historical background is given, but the emphasis is 
on the modern scene. Of particular value is the 
author’s ability to interpret Latin America from an 
international viewpoint. The chapters on travel, 
products, culture, education, the Pan American 
Union, and the Gallery of Patriots will be very 
useful. 


Meap, C. W. Old Civilizations of Inca Land. 
2d ed. 1932, American Museum of Natural

This book will prove invaluable in giving descrip- 
tive and authentic material on the Incas. Such an 
illustration as the water vessel in the form of a 
human foot will show both the pottery craft and 
the type of sandal worn at the time. Architecture, 
dress, household and decorative arts, and culture 
are included.

Much 
of the book is concerned with Patagonia and the 
friendship of Osberne with the Indians there.

Again the scene is Patagonia, and the theme, the 
friendship of a North American boy and a Pata- 
gonian Indian. Shipwrecked, they make their way 
to the mainland, capture two wild horses, and 
slowly work their way north. The author’s famili- 
arity with this part of the world means that the 
picture is authentic. 


—— Tales from Silver Lands; illus. by Paul 
Honoré. 1924, Doubleday, $2.50. (5-7) 


Stories from the tropics to Patagonia. This is by 
far the most adequate collection which has been 
given to English readers. The true folklore quality 
has been kept, and the stories are rich both in 
variety and in the background which is presented. 


Quiroca, Horacio. South American Jungle 
Tales; illus. by A. L. Ripley. 1940, Dodd, $1.75. 
(5-7) 

Amusing stories of jungle animals. It is unfortunate 
that the translation has a tendency toward North 
American slang instead of South American idiom 
which would have strengthened it. 


Skinner, C. L. The Tiger Who Walks Alone; 
illus. by W. L. Kihn. (Young People’s Li- 
brary). 1927, Macmillan, $1. (7-9) 


An almost operatic, but altogether lovable person, 
El Tigre wins the admiration and loyalty of a 
North American boy. They meet in South America, 
and the story tells of the liberation of the people 
from the power of an unscrupulous dictator. The 
country is not designated, and the leader is ficti- 
tious; but the characters are well drawn. 


TscuiFFELy, A. F. The Tale of Two Horses; 
illus. by Kurt Wiese. 1935, Simon & Schus- 
ter, $2. (5-8) 

The ten thousand mile trek north from Patagonia 
to Washington is told by the two horses whom 
Tschiffely rode on his famous journey. The alter- 
nate telling of the story by the two horses may 
be confusing to some readers. There is much 
humor in the account as well as adventure. 


(It might also be noted that in the Bulletin 
of the Pan American Union folk tales which 
could be used for story telling sometines 
appear.) 


Argentina 


Fincer, C. W. A Dog at his Heel; illus. by 
H.C. Pitz. 1936, Winston, $2. (6-8) 


From Australia to South America came Bill and 
his dog Jock. Of special interest to this list is the 
latter part of the story which tells of the long 
journey into Patagonia with 8000 sheep. Gauchos, 
Indians, and the loyalty of a dog and a man com- 
bine to make it a thrilling tale. 


Hatt, E. G. Mario and the Chuna; a boy and 
a bird of the Argentine; illus. by J. M. de 
Aragon. 1940, Random, $2. (3-5) 

The chuna bird would have been a nice pet if it 
hadn't always aimed the pebbles at Mario’s father. 


A humorous story of a strange bird and ranch 
life in Argentina. 

















































































































































































































































































































Hupson, W. H. Far Away and Long Ago; a 
history of my early life. 1924, Dutton, $2. 
(8-10) 


Individual chapters of this could very well be 
used with younger readers to give an authentic 
background for such subjects as gauchos, animals 
and birds of the pampas, school in the early days, 
or a visit to Buenos Aires. 


— A Little Boy Lost; illus. by Dorothy 
Lathrop. 1920, Knopf, $3. (6-8) 


Following a mirage, the child meets both real and 
imaginary people of the pampas, the forest, and the 
sea. As the author says, it is the story he wrote 
to suit the little boy he once was: “the impossible 
story . . . founded on my own childish impressions 
and adventures, with a few dreams and fancies 
thrown in and two or three native legends and 
myths.” 

The edition illus. by A. D. M’Cormick has good 
type, but the illustrations are smudgy. (Knopf, 
$1.25.) 


——tTales of the Pampas; illus. by Roger 
Duvoisin. 1939, Knopf, $2. (9-12) 

Six stories of the early days on the pampas when 
life was held at small value, when hatreds and 
loyalties were intense, and when the Indians were 
still a danger. Strong, fine tales, which the more 
mature readers will enjoy. 


Wiuuiamson, T. R. The Last of the Gauchos; 
" by Frank Hubbard. 1937, Bobbs-Merrill, 
2. (7-9) 


Goya, whose father was the last of the gauchos, 
learned that the freedom and independence of the 
old days had gone with the fencing in of the lands. 
Gradually he became a part of the life on a great 
estancia. 


Brazil 


Brown, Rose. Two Children of Brazil; illus. 
by Armstrong Sperry. 1940, Lippincott, $2. 
(5-7) 


Home life on a tropical plantation, and Rio de 
Janeiro during the Carnival. The story is over- 
loaded with information, but will be useful in 
presenting modern children of a well-to-do Bra- 
zilian family. 


Duarte. M. E. B. The Legend of the Palm 
aa illus. by Paulo Werneck, 1940, Grosset, 
1. (1-3) 


Awarded the prize by the Children’s Literature 
Committee of the Ministry of Education of Brazil, 
this book has been translated into English for 
North American children. The story tells of how 
in time of drought, when only one family had 
survived, the spirit of the palm tree appeared to 
the boy. She showed him how the palm could save 
his family by giving them food. water. shelter. 
and clothing. The full page illustrations add 
strength and beauty to the book. 


Eeuts, E. S. Fairy Tales from Brazil; how 
and why tales from Brazilian folklore; illus. 
by H. M. Barton. 1917, Dodd, $2. (3-5)

Eighteen stories which tell ““‘Why the bananas be- 
long to the monkey,’’ “‘How the beetles got their 
gorgeous coats,’”’ and similar themes. 


KENDALL, OswaLp. The Voyage of the Martin 
Connor; illus. by Donald Teague and George 
Varian. (Riverside Bookshelf). 1931, Hough- 
ton, $2. (7-10) 


A story of adventure in the Amazon region. The 
characters are unusually well drawn. This may 
serve as an introduction to further reading on 
the jungles. First published under the title The 
Romance of the Martin Connor. 


McConne.L.L, W. R. Living in Many Lands. 
1935, Rand, 96c. (4-6) 


Amazon valley (p.38-60). The illustrations are 
good, and this may be useful for geographic ma- 
terial at an easy reading level. 


Steen, E. K. Red Jungle Boy; illus. by the 
author. 1937, Harcourt, $2. (5-6) 


The story of a Caraja Indian boy and his life on 
the banks of the Araguaya river. The customs of 
his people and many animals of that region are 
vividly presented both through the text and the 
full page illustrations. 


Wiese, Kurt. The Parrot Dealer; illus. by the 
author. 1932, Coward-McCann, $2. (7-8) 


In Brazil, Carlos, a Greek boy, met an animal deal- 
er who became his foster-father. In the years which 
followed, his search for native birds and animals 
took him to strange and thrilling places. 


British Guiana 


Berse, C. W. Jungle Days; 1925, Putnam, $3. 
(9-12) 


Whether he writes of a fallen tree, or of midnight 
on a jungle beach, the author brings that fine 
perception of the jungle and its creatures large 
and small. 


Tee-Van, H. D. Red Howling Monkey; illus. 
by the author. 1926, Macmillan, $2. (5-6) 


The story of an Akawai Indian boy called Red 
Howling Monkey because a child’s real name is 
never disclosed. Many interesting customs are de- 
scribed, and the illustrations are helpful in pictur- 
ing the life in the jungle. 


Watpeck, J. M. Exploring the Jungle; illus. 
by Weda Yap. 1941, Heath, 32c. (5-7) 


The preparations which must be made for a jungle 
expedition are given as well as life in the jungle 
itself. Readers who have delighted in the children 
of Little Jungle Village will be glad to find them 
mentioned in this book too. 


—— Little Jungle Village: illus. by Katharina 
von Dombrowski. 1940, Viking, $2. (5-7) 


Two little Arawak Indians, Peh-weh, eleven, and 
Man-o, nine, start their own jungle village. Jag- 
uars, flesh-eating fish. and such do not disconcert 
them; but the teething of the baby sister left in 
their care really alarms them until they discover 
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the cause of her illness. The story closes with the 
return to the large village. It is beautifully told 
with the feeling of the jungle a very part of it. 


Chile 


Fincer, C. J. Cape Horn Snorter; a story of 
the War of 1812, and of gallant days with 
Captain Porter of the U. S. frigate, Essex; 
illus. by Henry Pitz. 1939, Houghton, $2. 
(7-9) 

Almost entirely North American, it is included 


because it relates the history of the United States 
to that of Chile. 


Kummer, F. A. Courage over the Andes; 
illus. by Armstrong Sperry. 1940, Winston, 
$2. (7-9) 

Seeking the American Consul, Mr. Poinsett, a New 
York boy goes to Chile. The War of 1812 involves 
him not only in his own country’s affairs, but also 
in the Chilean war for independence under the 
leadership of General O'Higgins. 


Tuomas, M. L. Paulo in the Chilean Desert; 
illus. by W. R. Lohse. 1934, Bobbs-Merrill, 
$2. (7-9) 


A Chilean boy works his way from the desert 
region to the coast. There he meets a North 
American family and goes with them to Antofa- 
gasta. The story may be useful in picturing the 
hardships of life on the Chilean desert, and the 
copper mines. 


Costa Rica 


Gay, ZHENYA, and Crespl, Pacurra. Manuelito 
of Costa Rica. 1940, Messner, $1.50. (2-4) 


A gay and delightful picture book of Manuelito 
and his six little sisters. The decorated ox cart 
and the Christmas celebration are the two main 
incidents. 


Lee, M. H. At the Jungle’s Edge; a boy and 
girl of Costa Rica; illus. by L. W. Lee. 1938, 
Crowell, $1.50. (4-6) 


Marta and Carlos, two Indian children, live with 
their grandfather on a cocoa plantation. Informa- 
tion on the planting of the seeds for trees, gather- 


ing the pods, and the preparation of the beans for 
marketing. 


Ecuador 


BEMELMANS, Lupwic. Quito Express; illus. by 
the author. 1938, Viking, $1. (2-4) 


An amusing picture book of an Indian baby who 
crawled onto a train and went all the way to the 
coast and back again. His calm acceptance of the 


adventure is one of the delightful parts of the 
book. 


Git, R. C. Manga; an Amazon Jungle In- 


oe illus. by H. M. Stopes. 1937, Stokes, $2. 
(7-9) 
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The friendship of an Indian boy and a North 
American photographer. An adventure story with 
a background of the Ecuadorian jungle. 


Gut, R. C., and Hoke, HELEN; Pago Goes to 
the Fair; a story of far-away Ecuador; illus. 
by Ruth Gannet. 1940, Holt, $2. (3-5) 


Instead of the bright red foreign dye, Paco chose 
the color his uncle had brought from the high 
Andes; and as a punishment, he had to stay at 
home to re-dye the wool black while his parents 
went to the fair. Fortunately two North Ameri- 
cans discovered the beautiful royal-Inca rusty-red 
in time to save it; and Paco and his sister went to 
the fair after all. The illustrations are very fine, 
and will be useful in showing costumes and life 
of the Indians. 


Von Hacen, Vicror, and HAWKINS, QUAIL. 
Treasure of the Tortoise Islands; illus. by 
Antonio Sotomayor. 1940, Harcourt, $2. (6-8) 


Being lost on a Galapagos island was a very serious 
matter as two North American boys realized when 
morning found them wandering in circles. A pirate 
treasure story with an accurate background of the 
geology and fauna of the islands. 


Guatemala 


BurBank, Appison. The Cedar Deer; illus. by 
the author. 1940, Coward-McCann, $2. (5-8) 


Tomés, a Mayan boy of today, has a deep feeling 
for his people and their traditions, and also a love 
of carving. When his father is injured and cannot 
journey to Gautemala City, Tomés goes to ask the 
President for help for his people. The President's 
interest in carving gives Tomés courage to present 
the cedar deer which he has made; and he finds 
the great man sympathetic both to his love of art 
and to the problems of the Indians. The Flying 
Tree dance with the dramatic illustrations will be 
of special interest. 


Cannon, Marian. Children of the Fiery 
son illus. by the author. 1940, Dutton, 
2. (3-5) 


Two boys from the United States spend the winter 
with their cousin Sylvia in Gautemala. Their visit 
includes the Christmas celebration, an Indian medi- 
cine man, and a volcano. North American view- 
point. 


CoatswortH, E. J. The boy with the Parrot; 
a story of Guatemala; illus. by W. S. Bronson. 
1930, Macmillan, $2. (5-7) 


A parrot is a good companion for a lonely ped'ar 
boy. Sebastian and Lora had many adventures and 
found many friends as they journeyed the hundred 
miles to Guatemala City. The story is written with 
understanding. 


Goetz, Detta. Letters from Guatemala; illus. 
by Katherine Knight. 1941, Heath, 32c. (4-6) 
Letters from a North American boy to his friend 
in the United States, giving information on Guate- 


mala. Obvieusly written by an adult with intent 
to teach; but the material is accurate. 


Jackson, C. E. Tito, the Pig of Guatemala; 
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illus. by Kurt Wiese. 1940, Dodd, $2. (3-5) 
Everything was food to Tito: tortillas, corn, iden- 
tification cards, and incense. As the Indian family 
and Tito go to the fiesta at Chichicastenango, the 
reader learns many of the ways of the country. 


Lee, M. H. Volcanoes in the Sun; a boy and 
girl of Guatemala; illus. by L. W. Lee. 1937, 
Crowell, $1.50. (4-6) 

Through Tito, the old Indian who adopts them, 


Rosa and Ciro come to live on a big coffee planta- 
tion, and to learn about the growing of coffee. 


Honduras 


Lee, M. H. Children of Banana Land; illus. 
by L. W. Lee. 1936, Crowell, $2. (4-6) 
Life on a banana plantation: follows the usual 


pattern for these books from the planting to the 
sale of the fruit. 


Von Hacen, V. W., and HAawkINs, QUAIL. 
Quetzal Quest; the story of the capture 
of the quetzal, the sacred bird of the Aztecs 
and the Mayas; illus. by Antonio Sotomayor. 
Harcourt, 1939, $2. (5-8) 

To capture a quetzal bird and then to keep it alive 
is almost impossible but Mr. Von Hagen accom- 
plished it. This is the story of Fidelio, the Indian 
boy who helped with the quest and with the care 
of the baby birds when they had been captured.

Two children and their parents live with a cul- 


tured Mexican family, and through Don Rafael, 
they come to know the real Mexico. 


DurFEE, Burr, McMorris, HELEN, and McMor- 
RIS, JOHN. Mateo and Lolita. 1939, Houghton, 
$1.25. (3-5) 

The everyday life of two little Mexican children, 


illustrated with photographs. Will be useful for 
easy reading material. 


Hotmes, Burton, ed. Mexico; text by Carlos 


Castillo. (Burton Holmes Travel Series). 
1939, Wheeler Pub. Co., $1.60. (5-8) 
History, customs new and old, and ways of living 


are presented. The book is illustrated with many 
photographs, well indexed, and readable. 


Lanc, ANDREW, ed. The Conquest of Monte- 
zuma’s Empire; illus. by James Daugherty. 
1928, Longmans, $1.50. (6-8) 


This ‘“‘reduced”’ and simplified version of Prescott is 
in no way written down. An excellent introduc- 
tion to the adventurer Cortes and to the great 
Aztec kingdom. 


May, S. B. Children of Mexico; illus. with 
photographs. 1936, Rand, 10c. (4-6) 


Brief descriptions of many Mexican things: tor- 
tillas and toys, the calendar stone and palaces. 
Will be useful for the library with a very limited 
budget. 


Morris, A. A. Digging in Yucatan; decorations 
by Jean Charlot; illus. with photographs. 
1931, Doubleday, $2.50. (7-10) 


Beginning with an informal discussion of archeolo- 
gy, Mrs. Morris goes on to an account of the fas- 
cinating work done in Yucatan in restoring the 
Temple of the Warriors. Written with humor, and 
scientically correct, it gives a fine picture of the 
early civilization of Mexico. 

Attention should be called to the book by: E. H. 
Morris, The Temple of the Warriors (Scribner, 
1931) because it has the exquisite color plates 
showing the village scene and turquoise mosaic 
plaque described by Mrs. Morris in her book. And 
the more fortunate libraries who have The Temple 
of the Warriors at Chichen Itza, Yucatan published 
by the Carnegie Institution of Washington, will 
find the beautiful color plates in volume 2 of 
unusual interest. 


Peck, A. M. Young Mexico; illus. by the 
author. 1934, McBride, $2.50. (7-10) 


Fiesta and school, mountain towns and tropics, this 
shows Mexico today, with a little historical ma- 
terial interwoven. 


Prescott, W. H. Conquest of Mexico; illus. by 
Keith Henderson. 1934, Doubleday, $3. (8-12) 


The many fine illustrations and the complete ac- 
count of the conquest of Mexico will make this 
an excellent follow-up for the Lang edition, or a 
first book for the superior reader. 


RusseELL, M. S. Si, Si, Rosita; a story of Mexi- 
co; illus. by John Ushler. 1936, American 
Book Co., 60c. (3-5) 


Information on customs and places of interest in 
Mexico. Easy reading, brief chapters, large type. 


Situ, S. C. Made in Mexico; illus. by Julio 
Castellano. 1930, Knopf, $2. (5-8) 


Beauty is a part of the everyday life of Mexico: 
woven into sarapes, molded into dishes, and fash- 
ioned into delightful toys. Customs and legends 
related to Mexican art are included. 


Toor, Frances. Mexican Popular Arts; illus. 
by L. A. Wilson. 1939, Crown, $3. (6-12) 


A history of each_handicraft is given as well as 
information on its uses and the regions in which it 
may be found. Children may find such crafts as 
fireworks, toys, masks, and kitchens of special 
interest; although the material on the other crafts 
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will be equally important. There are many beau- 
tiful illustrations in color as well as those in black 
and white, and photographs. A distinguished book 
in presenting the material accurately and simply 
for the layman. 


Stories and Legends 


Armer, L. A. The Forest Pool; illus. by the 
author. 1938, Longmans, $2. (3-5) 


A beautiful picture book which both in illustra- 
tion and text catches the feeling of the oldness of 
the jungle, and the eagerness and wonder of chil- 
dren. 


BaNNoN, Laura. Manuela’s Birthday in Old 
Mexico; illus. by the author. 1939, Whitman, 
$2. (2-4) 


A decorated gate, a pair of green glasses, a burro, 
bouquets of flowers, and a doll with yellow hair— 
all these were part of the birthday. Delightful 
illustrations. 


CrebDLE, Exvxis. Pepe and the Parrot. 1937, 
Nelson, $2. (1-4) 


Pepe, the little dog, could never tell whether it 
was the parrot or Mammaz-cita who called him to 
dinner, and he always came at the wrong time. A 
song with the music, and with the words in both 
English and Spanish is included. 


Extot, Frances. Pablo’s Pipe. 1936, Dutton, 
$1.50. (2-4) 


A quiet and altogether charming story about a 
little boy who played his pipe so well that he was 
able to bring back from the market all the things 
which the family needed, and a little brown earth- 
enware pot for himself with a bouquet of flowers 
to go in it. 


FLack, Marsorig, and Larsson, Karu. Pedro; 
illus. by Karl Larsson. 1940, Macmillan, $2. 
(4-6) 


The fiesta at Taxco brought Pedro work, the 
friendship of a North American boy, and an op- 
portunity to go to school. The pictures by Karl 
Larsson add much to the book. 


Gay, ZHENYA, and Gay, Jan. Pancho and His 
Burro. 1930, Morrow, $2. (1-3) 


Pancho wanted a new hat, and Lola a singing 
bird; but first they had to sell the charcoal and 
turkeys at the market. 


Janvier, T. A. The Aztec Treasure House; il- 
lus. by Ben Kutcher. (Harper Junior Clas- 
sics). 1929, Harper, $2.50. (8-10) 

A more or less improbable story of a hidden city 
and its treasure, the value lies in the fine charac- 
terization of the adventurers, and in a genuine 
feeling for the country. A thrilling tale of modern 


times and ancient Aztec life. (Be sure to purchase 
in this edition.) 


Lay, Marion. Wooden Saddles; the adven- 
tures of a Mexican boy in his own land; illus. 
by Addison Burbank. 1939, Morrow, $2. (6-8) 






Escaping from the gypsies, Chucho and the little 
fawn he has saved make their way across the 
desert. The boy joins a circus troupe; and his ad- 
ventures lead him to the sea, and finally back to 
the cattle ranch where he knows he will find real 
happiness. 


Ler, M. H. Marcos, a Mountain Boy of Mexi- 
co; illus. by Berta and Elmer Hader. 1937, 
Whitman, $2. (4-6) 


Over the swinging bridge, past the hut of the 
basket makers, and the charcoal burners, past the 
bowl-maker, and at last to the city of Oaxaca, 
came Marcos. There he found the work which he 
would love: the weaving of many threads and 
colors into beautiful things. 


Lie, A. A. Aztec Drums; illus. by Carlos 
Sanchez M. 1938, Longmans, $1.50. (6-8) 


Forced to escape into the jungle, Xochitl, an Aztec 
boy, collects feathers for a beautiful robe for 
Montezuma. He returns, saves the city from 
treachery, and wins his pardon. 


—— Princess of Yucatan; illus. by Carlos San- 
chez M. 1939, Longmans, $1.50. (6-8) 


From slave girl to the doomed maiden for the 
sacrifice of the bride of waters, Nakah’s story is 
one amazing coincidence after another; but it will 
present a picture of Aztec life. 


Lowrey, J. S. Annunciata and the Shepherds; 
illus. by Willard Clark. 1938, Gentry Press, 
20 W. 69th St., N. Y., $1.25. (5-8) 


Although placed in San Antonio, Texas, this story 
of how Annunciata helped to make the playing of 
Los Pastores possible is so definitely a Mexican 
heritage that it is included. Simplicity, dignity. 
wonder, and a deep reverence are a part of this 
exquisitely told Christmas story. 






Matkus, A. S. The Dark Star of Itza; the 
story of a pagan princess; illus. by Lowell 
Houser. 1930, Harcourt, $2.50. (7-9) 


Yucatan during the time that Chichen Itza was 
conquered by the Toltecs. Through the characters 
of the chief priest and his daughter Nicté, much 
of the religious belief and ceremony is introduced 
into the story as well as the customs of the time. 
And of course there is a miraculous escape from 
the sacred cenote. 


MarTINEZ DEL Rio, AMELIA. The Sun, the 
Moon, and a Rabbit; illus. by Jean Charlot. 
1935, Sheed & Ward, $3. (4-6) 


Toltec, Aztec, and Spanish legends briefly told but 
with poetic feeling. The line drawings are in the 
style of ancient peoples. A first purchase in Mexi- 
can folklore. 


Morrow, EuizasetH. The Painted Pig; a Mexi- 
can picture book; illus. by René d’Harnon- 
court. 1930, Knopf, $2. (2-4) 


Both in illustration and text, this is a perfect in- 
terpretation of Mexican childhood. Week after 
week Pedro went to the market for his painted 
pig; but always the toy maker had an excuse, and 
offered some other toy instead. Then Pedro tried 



























































































making his own pig, but it looked so strange that 
he buried it. And when he had finally forgotten 
all about it, there was a beautiful painted pig 
which Pancho had made just for him. 


PURNELL, IDELLA, and WEATHERWAX, J. M. The 
Talking Bird; an Aztec story book; tales told 
to little Paco by his grandfather; illus. by F. 
P. Dehlsen. 1930, Macmillan, $2. (4-6) 


Ten fairy tales and legends told to a modern child. 
Each story is prefaced by an illustration and an 
incident in the life of Mexico today. The Aztec 
type of illustration is used for the story. It includes 
the legend of the two mountains, Popocatepetl and 
Iztaccihuatl. 


Simon, C. M. Popo’s Miracle; illus. by How- 
ard Simon. 1938, Dutton, $2. (4-6) 


After Rafael had used paint from the tubes in the 
donkey’s pack, his conscience pricked; so he 
started over the mountains to find the owner of 
the donkey. How he found the artist and a belief 
in miracles makes an unusually sympathetic and 
understanding story. 


Situ, S. C. Tranquilina’s Paradise; illus. by 
Thomas Handforth. 1930, Minton, $1. (3-5) 


Tranquilina, the little brown angel whom Don 
Pancho had carved. led all the toy animals to 
Paradise—a paradise where one might ask for the 
tiny star next to the moon with which to buy 
tortillas for Don Pancho, a paradise of bright 
flowers and pomegranates, melons and tomatoes, 
and sunflower seeds for the parrot. 


TarsHis, E. K. The Village that Learned to 
Read; illus. by Harold Haydon. 1941, Hough- 
ton, $2. (5-7) 


It was a terrible oath that Pedro swore: “May 
everything I eat turn to cactus on my tongue if 
ever I learn to read;" for school was of no use to a 
boy who wanted to be a bullfighter. And read he 
did not, in spite of his sister’s scheming, until the 
day when a broken arm was set because the teach- 
er could read the medical book. A welcome addi- 
tion to the themes for Mexican stories. 


Wei, Ann. The Silver Fawn; illus. by E. 
Leon. 1939, Bobbs-Merrill, $2. (5-7) 

The friendship of Chico and Senor Bill is the basis 
of the story. When the fate of the art store de- 
pended on another silver pitcher, Chico made one, 
using a little fawn for the design. 


Panama Canal 


JoHNnson, Env. Runaway Balboa; illus. by 
A. M. Peck. 1939, Harper, $2. (2-4) 


An amusing story of the electric mule used to pull 
the boats through the canal. Although it is purely 
imaginative, it gives a picture of the jungle as 
Balboa becomes entangled in the fast growing vines 
and the jungle creatures come to his aid. 


Nicotay, HELEN. The Bridge of Water; the 
story of Panama and the canal. 1940, Apple- 
ton-Century, $2. (6-9) 


This tells of Panama from the days when the first 
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voyagers sailed in search of spice, and of the at- 
tempts to cross the isthmus on foot, by rail and by 
water. Good historical material. 


Peru 


CrainE, E. J. Conquistador; illus. by Henry 
Pitz. 1931, Dodd, $2.50. (7-9) 


Taken from the story of Pedro Cieza de Leon, who 
came to Peru twenty years after Pizarro’s conquest, 
this gives a picture of the attempt of Don de 
Heridia to enforce law and order. 


Desmonp, A. C. Soldier of the Sun; a story 
of Peru in the days of the Incas; illus. by E. 
W. Watson. 1938, Dodd, $2. (6-9) 


To the true Inca Huascar, and not the usurping 
Inca Atahualpa, an Indian boy gave his whole 
loyalty. This shows very clearly the dissension 
within the Inca kingdom at the time of the con- 
quest. 


FERNALD, H. C., and Stocomse, E. M. The Scar- 
let Fringe; illus. by Carlos Sanchez M. 1931, 
Longmans, $2. (6-8) 

The Incas after the Spanish conquest, and their 
final retreat to the citadel in the high Andes. 
Paullu, the Indian boy, receives the scarlet fringe, 
token of the sovereignty of the Inca. The story 
moves swiftly and is well written. 


Markus, A. S. The Citadel of a Hundred 
Stairways; illus. by H. C. Pitz. 1941, Win- 
ston, $2. (6-8) 


There is less of the spectacular in this gold mine 
story than in most which center around this 
theme. An appreciation of the Indians and their 
ways is brought into the story as the friendship 
between a North American boy and an Indian de- 
velops. 


—— The Silver Llama; illus. by the author. 
1939, Winston, $2. (4-6) 


The white llama always brings good luck to its 
owner. Both the illustrations and the story itself 
add to an understanding of the Peruvian Indian of 
today. 


Tuomas, M. L. The Pack Train Steamboat. 
1932, Bobbs-Merrill, $2. (5-8) 


A story based on the first steamboat on Lake Titi- 
caca. The parts were brought by pack train across 
the desert and up the mountains to the shores of 
the lake, where the steamboat was assembled. In- 
teresting because it calls attention to the highest 
navigable lake in the world. 


West Indies 


BeELpRE, Pura. Perez and Martina; a Porto 
Rican folk tale; illus. by Carlos Sanchez M. 
1632, Warne, $1.75. (2-3) 


A folktale of the charming cockroach, Senorita 
Martina and Perez the mouse. The cat, the duck 
the cock, the frog, all wooed her, but Perez won 
her; and they lived happily until the day when 
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Perez fell into the kettle and cooked to death. 
The pictures are gay and sturdy. 


BonTemps, ArRNA, and Hucues, Lancston. Popo 
and Fifina, Children of Haiti; illus. by E. S. 
Campbell. 1932, Macmillan, $1.75. (4-6) 


A story of two little Negro children, and their 
fun and their work. It closes with the beautifully 
told incident of the carving of the first tray. 


Bronson, W. S. Children of the Sea; illus. by 
the author. 1940, Harcourt, $2. (5-7) 


A story in three parts: The dolphin’s tale, which 
is concerned with the first year of a dolphin’s 
life; The boy’s story, which tells of a Negro child 
in Nassau and his deep love for the sea; and The 
boy and the dolphin, as they become friends. An 
imaginative story of the sea. It is unfortunate that 
so much of the dialect is indicated through spell- 
ing, which weakens the story. 


Haver, Berta, and Haper, ELMER. Jamaica 
Johnny. 1935, Macmillan, $2. (4-5) 


Johnny didn’t want to go to school until a book 
aroused his enthusiasm. The illustrations are ex- 
cellent and have the feeling of the tropics in 
them. Many of them show the bananas and could 
be used as illustrative material for this topic. 


Kaumann, M. C. Lupe and the Senorita; illus. 





by Norman Reeves. 1938, Random House, $2. 
(7-9) 

Lupe wanted so much to go to school that she was 
sure Teresa would understand. But the senorita’s 
return to Puerto Rico from the United States only 
complicated matters instead of helping. There is 
a little more understanding of the country than 
in some of the other books by this author. 


Newcoms, Cove.te. Black Fire, a story of 
Henri Christophe; illus. by Avery Johnson. 
1940, Longmans, $2.50. (7-10) 

From slave to emperor was the actual story of one 
of the great figures in Haiti’s history. Cruelty is 


suggested but not dwelt upon in this fictionized 
biography. 


Van Deusen, E. K. Picturesque Porto Rico; 
stories and poems. 1927, Silver, $1.44. (4-6) 


Legends and stories endorsed by the Department 
of Education in Puerto Rico, and used as a reader 
in the schools. 


Wuire, W. C. Mouseknees; illus. by Avery 
Johnson. 1939, Random House, $1.75. (5-6) 


More than anything else, Mouseknees wanted to be 
an upstairs boy at the hotel. But such problems as 
How big is big? and When is mine mine? and 
“What’s important?” kept getting him into trou- 
ble. A humorous, but altogether understanding 
picture of a small boy and his problems.
